Uruguayan who had been introduced to him by Sylvia Odio. This was confirmed 
by Franoisoo Guti^rres, 

Cisneros then related that Juan Martin operates a well established 
wash yourself laundry believed to be known as "Dixie**, located near one of 
the biggest or principal bowling alleys in Dallas, situated on one of the 
mai: . streets# He stated he had made only one contact with Juan Martin at 
» the. laundry and, although he was not familiar with Dallas, the location of 
the laundry was clarified for him by Franoisoo Gutierres, who was more* familiar 
with the City of Dallas#
